Frank Slavin Makes a Definite Offer about
Fighting Sullivan.

Negw Yorg, Dec. 20.—Princeton and
Harvard are good friends again. The two
old rivals have settled their little quarrels,
snd taken solemn vows to he good to each
other in the future, 1t was in the Windsor
Hotel on Saturdar, after a formal meeting
ol the Princeton delezates at C. C. Cuyler's
office, that the erimson offered her hand to
the orange and black, and the latter gladly
socepted it.  There was a good warm shake
ail round, but not till the old controversy
was reviewed, and Prineeton told Harvard
how unkind and unjust she had been to ber,
und how good she had been to Harvard, and
viee versa. Harvard also reminded Prince-
ton of the wrongs she had done her, and
Princeton said she was not alone in this re-
rpect.  Then the bad and the good of Har-
ward were put against the bad and the good
of Princeton, and it was found that both so-
ecounts were about halanced,

Buaried the Past,

So both mutually agreed to bury their
books and forget all the past unpleasant-
ness written in them aosd to remember only
old friendships, and thus to create and
foster new onecs.  After these solemn ex-
sreises the field was clesr for bnsiness,
Prineceton’s stand from the beginning has
been, that as Harvard wonld not meet
T'rineston outside of New FEneland, Har-
vard must take the initiative to bring about
s erttlement of their disputes and friendly
runtests between the two colleges. From
this pogition Prineston bas refosed to re-
cede. Tt meant the rescinding of the
noxions New England role passed by
Harvard a ecouple of wears aze. Prince-
tom had avowed the willingnes: to ne-
vept Harvard's challenge for mames either
of haseball or of foothall when that <hould
enme nnder fair conditions as to place of
meeting, ete, Harvand vielded these points
vesterdav's meeting.  Her representn-
tives were Prof. Ames, Messrs,. Winglow,
Trafford and Frothingham., The latter two
heing the captaings of the football and base-
ball teams respeatively. Princeton was |
represented by T'rof Sloane, IPresident of
the Committee on Ontdoor Sports: C, O
Cuvler, of the Gradnate ;ld\-iser}' Com-
mittes; Max Farrand ond James P. Parker,
Presidents, respoctively of the fooiball aud
baseball associstions. The Harvard repre-
sentatives annulled the New Enpland rule
conseating to come to Princeton in the
spring to play baseball and in fall to nlay
football.

To Arrange Baseball Dates.

This was perfectly satisfactory to Prince-
ton. It wus also agreed that committees
from hoth colleges meet and arrange the
aates for a series of haseball pames It is
probable that ene of the pgames will be
plaved at Cambridee. As to playing the
foothall same =t Prineeton, that has not
been decided so difinitely. Both eolleges
consider the matter of gate receipts which
had not been nearly so larze at either
Camhridze or Princeton as in New York,
t 1s almnst certain that the first foot-
ame will be played at Princeton.

The announcement today that the two
callogis had azreed to meet in baseball and
fontbisll amil moreover that Harvard had
azreed 1o play at Princeton, created some
curprice, and was haile! with great saris-
twetion.  The students diseussed the qoes-
tion all day, the controversy was reviewed,
and aull were agreed that Princeton hal
taken an honorable stand from the besin-
ning, and thst the outcoms of the contro-
versy 1= proof of that fact. Due eredit is
also given 1o Harvard, and no one feels for
nn instant like saying anything to mar the
frienaly relations established by vesterdar’s

conveniion.

KOT VERY WELL PLEASED.

Rogers and Reach Find a Little Fault With
the New Leagne.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 10.—[Spacial ]—
President A. J. Reach and Colonel John L
Rogers, of the Philadelphia club, arrived
home from Indianapoiis yesterday. Reach
is mot very enthusiastic over the new
League. He mourns the loss of the con-
tract for furpishing the official ball to the
Ameriean Association, which issaid to bave
been worth $25,000 to him.

Colonel Rogers intimates that the num-
ber of clubs will be reduced after the first
vear. The Colonel eays the new League
will cost £13.000 and no more, and will be
knewn, for short, as “The XNational
League.”

The Byrne resolution permitting all
League clubs to charge 25 conts admission
to certain portions of their fields will proba-
bly be repealed, and it will then be made
obligatory upon the members of the new
Leagne to charge 50 cents. He said it
would seek to control baseball in all parts
of the country by organizing & Central, an
Eastern and a Westiern Leagne.

The monopolistie character of the new
Teagne is thus made manifest. Baseball
circles in this city do not look with favor
upon the new orgamization. A well-known
sporting man said to-night that President
Williams, of the Chicago Association club,
would have an opposition league in the
field by April 1. Clubs are already assured
in Chieazo, 5t. Lous, Columbus and Buf.
falo, und parties in this city are out looking
for a new ground.
